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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicants Amendment - After Non-Final 
Rejection, filed 04/28/2008. Claims 4, 5, 7, & 12 are pending in the instant application; 
of which Claim 7 is currently amended. Claims 1-3, 6, 8-11, & 13-15 are cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicants' information disclosure statement (IDS), filed on 05/29/2008 has been 
considered. Please refer to Applicants' copy of the 1449 submitted herein. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments have been fully considered and are entered. The 112- 
rejection of Claims 1 3 & 1 4 is withdrawn per amendment. The 1 02-prior art and ODP 
rejections of Claims 1 & 3-14 are withdrawn per amendment/argument. The instant 
claims 4 & 5 are drawn to novel crystalline forms of the parent compound. The art of 
crystallization is understood to be unpredictable and it is unknown if a compound will 
crystallize into a polymorphic form until it is achieved. 
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Examiner's Amendment
